| but any Perſon or Perſons may advance as 

many ſeveral Twenty Pounds as he, or ſhe, 

or they pleaſe; upon any one Life; or upon 

ſo many ſeveral Lives as they ſhall name, 

| whether their own or others : The Profit and 

Annuity of the Moneys to be at the diſpoſal of ſuch Perſon or Per- 

ſons (his or their Heirs, Executors or Aſhgns) who advanceth the 

ſame; although in the Names of other Perſons , during the Na- 
tural Lives of ſuch Perſons as are by them named. 

2. When any Perſon or Perſons of the reſpe&ive Rank where- 
in he, ſhe or they,is,or are named or regiftred ſhall happen to die, 
then the Profit and Annuity, formerly claimed in the name and 
names of the party or parties deceaſed, ſhall afterwards, by right

ty pounds per Anmum, for twenty pounds only advanced in his 
Name : Yea the benefit of Survivourſhip may be ſo ſucceſsful, that 
the annuity of the whole Rank may fall to his or her ſhare: in 
{o much that advancing for two or three Lives for any Child, 
either Son or Daughter, the Annuity may ariſe to a plenti- 
ful Maintenance for any ſuch Child or Children, ſo long as 
they live; or be a good Preferment for a Son or Daughter, at 
the time of his or her Marriage. Ard as. the Increafe of their An-

13. All perfons who are in Expectance of any Eſtate in Rever-- 
Lon, after one, two or three Livesz as Gentlemen who are youn=

Liver, although C. D. by that means way reap no benchit of the 


Reverlional Eſtate: of A. B. yct he ſhall thercby have the Benefit of 
the improvement of the Increaſe of Annuity, which by caſualty 
may more and more increale, by how much the longer A. B. con- 
tinues alive; (o that A.B. living or dying, C. D. his Executors, 
Adminiſtrators or Athigns will be gainers. 

15 Alſo by way of Example; A Lord of a Mannor hath a Life 


remaining upon an Eftate of an hundred pounds per annum, for ' 


which he hath reccived one thouſand four hundred pouuds for 
three Lives,now it the Lord of the Mannor advance Twenty pounds 
inthe Name of the Tepant, that hath the remaining Life upon his 
Eſtate; the Lord may be a gainer whether his Tenant live or die : 
for if .the Tenant live long, the Annuity may ſoon ariſe to one hun» 
drcd pounds per annum or mores or it the Tenant die, the Lord 


of the Mannour will not have any cauſe to repine at the loſs of 


Twecnty pounds, when by that means his Eſtate of one hundred 
pounds per annuum will return again into his poſſetſhon,and ſo he may 
grant a new Eſtate for three Lives, and receive a Fine for the ſame, 
and may again advance Twenty pounds for each Life, and there- 
by become a gainer (all the while the Tenant lives ) without any 
great Stock z which otherwiſe than by ſuch means as are here pro- 


poſed cannot be effected to ſo great advantage. 


16, All for Example -E., F. for five hundred pounds, ſettleth

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an Antduity- of fifty: pounds per-onnhet upon. G; H; during lifes | | 
now-if :EF. -adyance; Twenty pounds in he , Name. .of G..H. he 
will be thereby ' aſcertained, <cither to receive a more conſiderable 
Annuity for his twenty pounds, ' than is paid to.G, H. if he 
continue to'live long 3 or it G, H. die, then the fifty pounds per 
annum. ceaſing, he will thereby become gainer ; but without. ſuch 
Means as are hereby propoſed, E.F. hath no opportunityof reaping 
of any ſuch Benetit as may ariſe by adyancing:/ twenty. pounds upon 
the ſame Life. 

17. Maſters and Miſirefſes- of Men and Maid-ſervants may have 
a good opportunity, by this means, to reward and prefer their Ser- 
vants, and+to encourage them to be more faithful in the perform- © 
| ance of their duties, by advancing Twenty pounds.in their Names 3 
always reſerving the Annuity-to themſclves during their own Lives, 
if they pleaſe 3 and when they .come -to die, then to leave the fame 
for a Legacy to their Servant, if they ſhall find it expedient, or 
to diſpoſe thereof to any other, if the Servant prove unde-

18. All Perſons: charitably inclined, may advance twenty pounds 
in the Name of ſome Perſon of a temperate and ſober Converfati- 
| on, and give. the Annuity thereof to ſuch pious and charitable 
Uſes, as are moſt agreeable to his intention, which may -in ſome 
years amount to a greater Annuity than the twenty pounds ad- 
vanced 3 whereby much good may be done in placing forth poor 
Children , and relieving aged and impotent poor 3 Orphans and 
poor Scholars. _ | 
..-I9. The Nobility and Gentry and other-Perſons, may ſave out of 
their ſuperfluous expences ſeveral Sums of Twenty pounds to be ad- 
vanced in the Name of their younger Children ; by 'which means, 
the longer they live,the better they will be provided for 3 and againſt 
the time -of their Age of twenty, one years, they may enjoy a con- 
{iderable Annuity, and that raifed inſenfibly for them, without 
hazard, - charge .or-trouble. : | 
20, Allſuch, Perſon or. Perſons, as would convert his, her or 
their Annuities. into ready Moneys, may do the ſame by diſpoſing 
thereof at ſo many years purchaſe as a Life is worth z whereas 
it the Parents and ,BenefaQtors ſhould be .to furniſh them with 
{o much at once, to be taken out of the main Stock, perhaps it

ſubje& to many Infirmities and Caſualties, and often prove' bur- 
thenſom to thoſe who expeU ſome benefit by their death 5, if they 
do advance twenty pounds upon their Lives, then their long 
Lives will be wiſhed for, and'their Relations will not. negle& to 
take care of them, it being apparent, that'the longer they live, 
the greater their Annuities will 'be : And'fuch Widows, Father- 
tcſs Children and Aged perſons, who are leaſt able to help them- 


faves, or manage their Ettates , much leſs to improve the fame, - 


will find great advantage hereby, and befreed from all hard uſage, 
hazard, trouble or care. We 

This Lawful way of improving Moneys, may- exceed any 'Be- 
nefit to be'expedted 'by any Trade or Frafhck yet diſcovered : for 
fach as ſhall have 'the' benefit! of Survivourſhip , or happen to be 
fome 'of the longeſt Livers in that Rank, wherein they ſhall be 
interefſed ,' may- by 'this means, namely by advancing twenty 
pounds, grow rich , which Money probably otherwiſe might be 

orrfant in Cafh , unprofitable to -themfelves and- the Publick : 
And by this means alſo, all perſons cencerned, will be more fiu- 
dious of prolonging their dayes:, by 'Sobriery and Tempe-
